The  name  and  style  of  this  organization  shall  be 
Saint  Mar  Barsaumo  Syrian  Orthodox  Church  of  Toronto, 
shall  bo  a  Canadian  ecclesiastical  corporation  having 
of  Toronto.

ALLEGIANCE  OF  CHURCH 


ARTICLE  II 


This  is  an  affiliated  member  church- of  the  Syrian  Orthodox 
Patriarchate  of  Antioch  and  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  His 
Eminence  Archbishop  Mar  Athanasius  Y.  Samuel,  Archbishop  of  the 
Archdiocese  of  the  Syrian  Church  of  Antioch  in  the  United  Stc^tes 
and  Canada,  Incorporated,  and  all  other  heads  of  the  Archdiocese 
who  will  succeed  him.  It  shall  be  governed  spiritually  in 
accordance  with  the.  rules  and  canons  of  the  Hudoyo ,  the  official 
law  book  of  the  Mother  Church,  and  by  the  canonical  regulations 
established  by  the  successive  meetings  of  the  Holy  Synod.  Such 
spiritual  jurisdiction  and  authority  cannot  be  changed,  altered, 
modified,  or  revoked. 


ARTICLE  III 

• 

The  Archdiocese  of  the  Syrian  Church  of  Antioch  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  Inc.  shall  be  known  as  the  legal  owner 
of  the  Church  and  the  Church  properties,  be  they  movable  or 

immovable. 


DISSOLUTION 


ARTICLE  IV 

Section  1:  This  Church  and  its  members  shall  not  have  the  power 
to  dissolve  itself  so  long  as  the  Holy  See  of  Antioch  exists. 
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Section  2:  In  the  event  that  no  person  or  persons  of  the 
Syrian  Orthodox  Faith  are  left  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  a  bonafide  representative  of  the  Holy  See  of  Antioch 
shall  have  the  full  power  to  administer  the  Church  and  all 
its  properties. 

Section  3:  Neither  this  Church  nor  its  property  shall  be 
alienated  or  encumbered  without  the  consent  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion.  First  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  call  a  general 
meeting  of  the  entire  congregation  especially  for  this 
purpose ,  and  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  shall  prevail, 
subject  to  the  written  approval  of  the  Spiritual  Head  or  the 
Archdiocese . 


GOVERNING  BODY  OF  THE  CHURCH 


ARTICLE  V 

Section  1:  This  Church  shall  have  a  priest  whose  selection 
and  installation  shall  be  constituted  by  the  Bylaws  of  this 
Church  and  appointed  by  the  Spiritual  Head  of  the  Archdiocese. 

Section  2:  This  Church  shall  have  a  Board  of  Trustees  which 
shall  consist  of  eleven  members  of  the  Church,  of  at  least 
twenty-five  years  of  age,  who  shall  be  elected  as  Trustees, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Head  of  the  Archdiocese,  every 
two  years  and  whose  main  duty  shall  be  the  administration  of 
financial  affairs,  maintenance,  and  social  activities. 

Section  3:  The  Trustees  shall  elect  from  among  their  members  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  by  ballot. 

GENERAL  MEETING  AND  ELECTION  OF  TRUSTEES 


ARTICLE  VI 

Section  1:  Members  of  this  Church  who  are  eighteen  years  of 
age  or  older  and  who  have  duly  paid  their  annual  pledge  are 
eligible  to  vote. 

Section  2:  Each  voter  shall  indicate  his  choice  of  Trustees 
by  placing  an  "X"  after  the  name  of  not  more  than  eleven 
candidates,  and  the  ballots  shall  be  deposited  in  a  box 
provided  and  sealed  .by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Immediately 
after  the  Church  Service,  the  ballots  shall  be  counted  in  the 
Church  Hall,  and  immediately  upon  determination,  the  names  of 
the  Trustees  elected  shall  be  announced. 

Section  3:  The  election  shall  be  held  in  January.  In  the 
event  the  election  of  the  Board  fails  to  occur,  the  Head  of 
Archdiocese  shall  appoint  the  eleven  members  of  the  Board. 
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OATH  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 


ARTICLE  VII 

Between  the  time  of  election  and  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  thereafter,  all  the  Trustees  who  have  been 
elected  shall  take  the  following  oath  to  be  administered  by  the 
priest  after  the  Sundary  Services: 

I  ,  do  hereby  swear  before 

God  .Almighty  that  I  will  not  deviate  from  the 
Apostolic  and  Orthodox  beliefs  and  doctrines 
handed  down  to  me  from  the  first  three  Ecumenical 
Councils,  and  that  I  will  serve  my  Church  and 
people  with  whole  heart,  sincerity,  and  unswerving 
fidelity,  and  that  further,  I  will  obey  unquestion¬ 
ably  the  orders  of  our  Supreme  Ecclesiastical  Head 
and  his  representative  in  this  country.  I  will 
perform  the  functions  of  my  office,  according  to 
this  Constitution  and  Bylaws  and  with  undivided 
devotion,  motivated  solely  by  the  highest  con¬ 
sideration  of  that  service  that  will  rebound  to 
the  welfare  of  my  Church  and  its  adherents. 

NEW  MEMBERS 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Only  baptized. and  confirmed  persons  who  conform  to  the 
doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Syrian  Orthodox  Church 
may  be  admitted  to  membership  in  this  Church.  The  priest  shall 
present  such  applicant's  name  to  the  Spiritual  Head  of  the 
Church  and  upon  approval,  the  applicant  shall  be  admitted  into 
the  membership  of  this  Parish. 

USING  THE  CHURCH  HALL 


ARTICLE  IX 

Section  1:  No  sermons,  talks,  or  discussions,  other  than  those 
in  conformity  with  our  Faith  and  Church,  shall  be  permitted  on 
the  Church  premises,  be  it  in  the  Church  Hall  or  on  the  grounds. 

Section  2:  Organizations  using  the  Church  Hall  for  meetings  and 
gatherings  shall  at  no  time  be  permitted  to  conduct  affairs  that 
would  be  detrimental  or  dishonorable  to  the  name  of  the  Church. 

Section  3:  With  the  exception  of  Sunday  School  classes,  no 
organization  shall  be  permitted  the  use  of  the  Church  Hall 
during  Church  Services. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


ARTICLE  X 

The  priest,  Board  of  Trustees,  and  any  other  organization 
affiliated  with  this  Church  who  wish  to  publich  anything  related 
to  the  doctrine,  history,  rites,  laws,  and  traditions  of  our 
Syrian  Orthodox  Church  should  have  the  approval  of  the  Head  of 
the  Archdiocese. 

ARTICLE  XI 

This  Church  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  to  the  Head  of  the 
Archdiocese  to  meet  the  expenses  .incurred  in  maintaining  the 
Archdiocesan  residence  and  offices. 


AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  XII 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  in  the  following  manner. 
Amendments  may  be  proposed  by  any  member  of  the  Church  in  good 
standing,  and  such  proposed  amendments  shall  be  submitted  in 
writing  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall, 
at  its  first  regular  meeting,  consider  the  same  and  shall  take 
action  thereon  within  three  months.  If  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  of  Trustees  present  approve  the  amendment,  it 
shall  then  be  submitted  to  the  Church  membership  at  a  general 
parish  meeting.  If  it  be  then  accepted  by  three-fourths  of  the 
membership,  it  shall  be  in  effect,  after  the  approval  of  the 
Head  of  Archdiocese.

BYLAWS  OF  THE  CHURCH 
DUTIES  OF  THE  PRIEST 


ARTICLE  I 

The  priest,  in  the  performance  of  the  following  duties,  is 
responsible  directly  to  his  Spiritual  Superior,  namely,  the 
Archbishop : 

shall  keep  regular  office  hours  in  the  parish  house 
in  order  to  be  available  to  the  parishioners. 

t.  He  shall  conduct  necessary  services  and  celebrate  the 

prescribed  liturgies  and  other  services  in  strict  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  our  Holy  Church. 

He  shall  endeavour  to  encourabe  attendance  at  the  Church 
Services  and  shall  see  that  every  members  is  registered 
in  the  records  of  the  Church. 

He  shall  form  a  Sunday  School  and  church  choir  where  Church 
humns  are  sung  and  our  religion  is  taught  by  qualified 
teachers,  selecting  the  religious  material  to  be  used. 

He  shall,  as  often  as  he  is  able  to  do  so,  visit  the  homes 

of  the  members  of  the  Church,  particularly  at  Christmas  and 
Easter  time. 

He  shall  visit  the  sick  members  of  the  Church  as  soon  as 
possible . 

He  sha11  Perform  all  of  the  rites  of  the  Church,  and  shall 
issue  baptismal  and  marriage  certificates  as  soon  after  the 
per  ormance  of  same  as  is  feasible,  obtaining  a  written 
permission  from  his  Spiritual  Superior  prior  to  the  perfor¬ 
mance  of  a  wedding  ceremony. 

He  shall  keep  and  preserve  an  official  Church  record  of  all 
births,  baptisms,  marriages,  and  funerals. 
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I.  He  shall  make,  with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  special 
collection  annually  for  His  Holiness  our  Patriarch. 

J.  He  must  take  an  active  part  and  cooperate  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  various  activities 
designed  for  the  spiritual,  social,  educational,  and 
financial  progress  of  the  Parish. 

DUTIES  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

ARTICLE  II 

The  duties  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  as  follows: 

m 

Section  1:  To  perform  all  duties  imposed  on  them  by  the 
Constitution  or  Bylaws  of  the  Organization  and  to  perform 
such  other  duties  as  are  generally  performed  by  Trustees 
under  similar  circumstances,  among  the  said  duties  being 
the  following: 

A.  To  be  the  Board  of  Trustees  of. this  Church,  and  to 
perform  all  the  duties  thereof. 

§ 

B.  To  have  financial  supervision  of  the  Church,  and 
general  supervision  over  all  physical  property  of  the 

C.  To  secure  the  services  of  a  properly  qualified  priest 
for  the  Church  and  to  see  that  he  is  properly  and 
adequately  remunerated  for  his  services.  If  the  Head 
of  the  Archdiocese  finds  the  nominee  eligible  for  the 
office,  he  shall  approve  the  nomination  and  appoint  him 
as  pastor. 

D.  To  collect  all  money  due  to  the  Church  and  to  pay  all 
the  bills  of  the  Church. 

E.  To  hold  at  least  one  meeting  monthly  at  such  time  and 
place  as  is  convenient  to  them,  said  meeting  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Bylaws  or  to  be  at  the  call  of  the  President  or 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  also,  to  hold 
such  other  meetings  as  are  required  by  the  Constitution 
or  Bylaws  of  the  Church  or  as  shall  be  desirable  or 
necessary . 

F.  To  make  a  complete  annual  accounting  of  the  income  and 
expense  of  the  Church  for  each  year.  Said  accounting 
shall  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  of  the  Church  and 
sent  to  the  members  of  the  Parish  not  later  than  the 
15th  of  January  of  the  succeeding  year. 

G.  To  determine  the  fees  to  be  charged  for  all  of  the  Church 
Services.  The  current  list  of  such  fees  shall  be  availabl 
to  all  members  of  the  Church  upon  request. 
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H.  All  donations  or  gifts,  of  any  sort,  shall  be  made 
through  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  no  person  shall 
make  any  purchase  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  Church  or 
any  repairs  to  the  Church  and  its  property  without 
permission  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

I.  To  set  up  committees,  one  for  the  youth  and  another 

for  the  women,  from  the  members  of  the  Church  and  to 
have  the  full  control,  financially  and  socially,  of 
all  of  their  activities.  • 

J.  To  have  the  full  authority  to  dismiss  any  member  of 
the  committees  affiliated  with  the  Church  in  case  of 
misconduct,  after  consulting  with  the  other  members 
of  the  committee  concerned,  for  the  general  good  of 
the  Parish. 

K.  Two  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  assigned  as 
advisers  to  the  committees  affiliated  with  the  Church. 

L.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may  request  a  report  or  financial 
aid  from  any  organization  affiliated  with  the  Church 
when  needed. 

Section  2:  Any  member  of  the  Board  who  defaults  in  paying  his 
annual  pledge  to  this  Church  or  who  fails  to'  attend  three 
consecutive  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  relieved  from  his 
post  as  a  Trustee  unless  he  proves  that  failure  to  attend  or 
to  pay  his  pledge  was  due  to  forcible  circumstances.  However, 
upon  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Board,  any  Trustee  may  be 
relieved  from  his  office. 

Section  3:  A  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  however  caused, 
shall  be  filled  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  by 
election  by  the  members  of  the  Board,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Heald  of  the  Archdiocese. 

DUTIES  OF  ALL  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CHURCH 


ARTICLE  III 

Section  1:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  members  of  the  Church 
to  attend,  whenever  feasible,  all  services  of  the  Church  and  to 
see  that  their  family  name  is  properly  inscribed  on  the  Church 
register. 

Section  2:  Each  family  shall  make  an  annual  pledge  to  the 
Church  in  accordance  with  the  financial  resources  of  the  family. 
If  the  Board  of  Trustees  finds  it  feasible  to  establish  a  fixed 
annual  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  Church  by  the  working  members  of 
each  family,  this  fee  shall  be  required. 
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Section  3:  It  being  recognized  that  no  Church  can  be 
successful  without  the  best  endeavours  and  support  of  its 
congregation,  every  member  of  the  Parish  is  particularly 
urged  and  required  to  do  everything  in  his  or  her  power  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  Church;  to  secure  members, 
therefore,  and  to  see  that  the  youth  of  the  Church  are 
brought  up  and  instructed  in  the  Parish  Sunday  School  and 
that  the  children  form  the  habit  of  regular  Church  atten¬ 
dance,  taking  active  interest  in  the  affiars  of  the  Church. 

Section  4:  During  all  meetings  and  gatherings,  members  are 
strictly  forbidden  to  act  or  speak  as  to  bring  dishonor  to 
the  name  of  the  Church  or  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Anybody 
doing  so  must  be  ousted  from  the  place,  and  in  case  such  a 
member  insists  upon  defying  the  order,  the  law  shall  then  be 
called  in. 

Section  5:  The  following  Church  fees  are  to  be  accepted  by 
the  members  of  this  Parish  as  minimal: 

Baptisms  -  $10.00 

Weddings  -  $25.00  plus  $5.00  for  the  Archbishopric  fee 

Funerals  -  $25.00 

These  fees  are  liable  to  change  at  any  time  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees . 


AMENDMENT  TO  THE  BYLAWS 


ARTICLE  IV 

These  Bylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  time  and  every  member 
of  the  Church  shall  have  the  right  to  ‘suggest,  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  proposed  amendments,  and  any  Trustee  shall 
have  the  right  to  propose  amendments  to  these  Bylaws,  and  after 
such  amendments  are  proposed,  they  shall  be  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  be  voted  on,  and  if 
two— thirds  of  the  Trustees  present  and  voting  are  in  favour  of 
the  proposed  amendment,  it  shall  be  adopted  and  shall  become 
effective,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Head  of  the  Archdiocese.
